WASHrNGTON-(/!p)-Senator Rob- 


inson, Democrat,. Arkansas, majority 
leader, offered in the senate Friday 
an amendment to the home owners 
loan act by which he would circum- 
vent the debts of drainage, levee and 
other improvement districts that have 
stalemated efforts of property owners 
in the districts to borrow from the 
HOLC. 


• In a statement explaining his bill, 
Robinson said it was designed "to pre- 
vent discrimination against home own- 
ers on account of the various methods 
employed in the Several slates for fi- 
nancing public improvements." 


Under the proposed measure, • any 


levies of asssssment upon .property 
made by the improvement districts 
would be treated .as general taxes, 
and the resulting liens on property in 
the districl could be-considered as at- 
taching to the property only at the 
time fixed by the district for the pay- 
ment of levies and .assessments. 


A further provision, of thersenator's 


bill was lhat the lien of any mortgage 
on property in the district .would be 
treated as prior to liens securing pay- 
ment of all. district assessments not 
due at the date of the mortgage. : 


The HOLC would be authorized to 


determine the reasonable annual bur- 
den of taxes on properly in improve- 
ment districts, but could not deduct 
from its estimate of the loanable value 
of the property any district assess- 
ments which were not due when the 
loan was made.
